              dollars ($1,000.00) of taxable value is10.61% higher than the current roll back rate of six point five five nine four (6.5594).  

  

Chairperson Bennett announced that the proposed millage rate for FY 2023/2024 of seven point two five five three (7.2553) is 

10.61% higher than the current roll back rate of six point five five nine four (6.5594), and that the ad valorem taxes are increasing 

due to the increasing property values.
